SUGAR PRICE STILL UP
Wholesalers Say They Must Sell

Old Stocks at Old Scale

The price of nu:nr has not dropped
in  Philadelphia_ deapite the drop in
priee from manufacturers to some east -
ern wholesalers. This was stated by a
member of n wholesnle grocery firm in
Philadelphin today.

“We are stocked up at the high
prices,”” he maid, “and naturally we
must gell at the prevailing price uuntil
we unlond our present stoeks.’”’

One big sugar refining company, Ar-
buckle Bros, of New York, has taken
the Initintive in the endeavor to break
the deadlock that exists in the sugar
market, Refiners, wholesalers and re-
tnilers have all acquired storks on n
rising market and buying han fallen off,
with no move to reduce prices, it is
said.

Arbuckle Broa. have reduced the price
of refined sugar to seventeen and one-
tenth cents A pound, while other re-
finerra are selling to their jobbers as
high ns twenty-two cents, .

Cuban sugar is comiog into this
country in the raw state at thirteen and
four one-hundredth cents n pound, and
it i said that there ig no apparent Hmit
to the supply nvailable, so that the
“sugar famine'* plen for high prices
will no langer hold water,
